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1. BEGIN SUMMARY. ITALIAN MINISTER TAMAGNINI CALLED ON 
EUR DEPUTY ASST SECRETARY ARMITAGE FEBRUARY 7 FOR READOUT 
ON GROMYKO VISIT. TAMAGNINI SAID THAT GROMYKO WILL VISIT 
ROME FEBRUARY 20-22. END SUMMARY. 

2. ARMITAGE SAID THAT MAJOR PORTION OF DISCUSSIONS 
DURING GROMYKO VISIT, WHICH HAD NO AGREED AGENDA, WAS 
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FORTHCOMING TRIP TO USSR, AS WELL AS CSCE, BERLIN, AND 
MIDDLE EAST. MBFR WAS TOUCHED ON ONLY LIGHTLY, AND 
CUBA WAS NOT DISCUSSED. ARMITAGE PROVIDED RUNDOWN ON CSCE 
DISCUSSION, ALONG LINES OF STATE 24424. 

3. REGARDING MIDDLE EAST, ARMITAGE NOTED THAT THERE WERE 
NO DISCUSSIONS IN DETAIL OF NEGOTIATES OR SETTLEMENT. 

GROMYKO PRESSED FOR JOINT US-SOVIET EFFORTS INCLUDING 
GREATER US-SOVIET ACTIVITY IN GENEVA ROLE, AND WE ARE 
MOVING IN THAT DIRECTION. 

4. TAMAGNINI SHOWED INTEREST IN WHAT DISCUSSION IF ANY 

HAD TAKEN PLACE CONCERNING CSCE FINAL PHASE, INTERPRE- 
TATION OF THE BERLIN QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT, SALT, 

INCREASED US DEFENSE BUDGET, AND TIMING OF PRESIDENTIAL 
VISIT TO USSR. ARMITAGE SAID THAT N* ATTEMPT HAD BREN 
MADE TO REDEFINE QA OBLIGATIONS, AND DISCUSSION OF SALT II 
HAD NOT GOTTEN INTO SUBSTANTIVE ASPECTS. AS DEFENSE 
SECRETARY SCHLESINGER HAD POINTED OUT, US WISHED TO 
ACHIEVE AGREEMENT WITH USSR ON LIMITATION STRATEGIC ARMS 
BUT WILL TAKE NECESSARY STEPS TO PRECLUDE ANY POSSIBILITY 
OF SLIDING INTO INFERIOR MILITARY POSITION. ARMITAGE 
SAID HE HAD NOTHING TO COMMUNICATE ON DATE OF PRESIDENT'S 
TRIP TO USSR. 

5. FORTHCOMING GROMYKO TRIP TO ROME, ACCORDING TO 
TAMAGNINI, IS IN RETURN FOR MORO VISIT TO USSR IN 1971, 

AND HAD PREVIOUSLY BEEN SCHEDULED BEFORE MIDDLE EAST 
CRISIS TO TAKE PLACE IN OCTOBER 1973. HE DID NOT KNOW 
WHICH SIDE TOOK INITIATIVE IN ARRANGING NEW DATE. OTHER 
STANDING INVITATIONS ARE FOR BREZHNEV AND KOSYGIN TO 
VISIT ITALY (PRIME MINISTER ANDREOTTI VISITED USSR IN 
1972) AND FOR PRESIDENT LEONI TO VISIT USSR (PODGORNYY 
VISITED ITALY IN 1966). EXCEPT FOR GROMYKO VISIT, NO 

HIGH-LEVEL VISITS ARE PLANNED FOR NEAR FUTURE, HOWEVER. KISSINGER 
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
